An ultimate saving of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars may be 
realized, if a plan of the School 
Building Committee proves prac- 
tical. 

Meeting with the School Com- 
mittee, the Building Committee 
suggested that the Bradlee School 
be renovated and six rooms added 
to it. These 12 roomis, plus a six= 
room addition at the West School, 
would meet the 18-classroom 
requirement expressed by the 
School Conimittee. 

All this could perhaps be done 
at a cost substantially less than 
that required to build a new school, 
according to the chairman, Warren 
C, Lewis.

cessively, of the First Baptist 
Church in Boston and the First 
Baptist Church in Granville, Ohio, 
and most recently .as dean of the 
chapel at Denison University in 
Granville, was called last May to 
be pastor of the Plymouth Church 
of the Pilgrims, in Brooklyn, N.Y. 
His book of sermons entitled 
‘Specifically to Youth’’, preached 
at Denison, Harvard, Oberlin, the 
University of California, andelse- 
where, is in wide circulation. He 
has contributed many articles to 
various publications, has served on 
the executive committee of the 
National Association of College 
and University Chaplains, and in 
the summer of 1954 conducted, for 
10 weeks, the National Radio Pul-, 
pit in the absence of the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick. 

Mr. Kruener, a native of Brook- 
lyn, was a classmate and close 
friend of Mr. Andrews at Haverford 
College, where he was a Phi Beta 
Kappa member. They went together 
to Andover Newton Theological 
School, where Mr. Kruener served 
as the chapel organist and later as 
a trustee, while Mr. Andrews be- 
came president of the alumni as- 
sociation. They served their 
apprenticeships, inseminary days, 
within stone’s throw of each other 
in Arlington - Mr, Kruener at 
the First Baptist Church, and Mr. 
Andrews at the Pleasant Street 
Congregational Church, Grad- 
uation week in 1941 marked also 
Mr. Andrews’ wedding, at which 
Mr. Kruener served as an usher. 
In 1954, Mr. Kruener was awarded 
the Master of Sacred Theology 
Degree by the Boston University 
School of Theology. 


The Congregational Church 


which Mr. Kruener is now serving 
in Brooklyn, was made famous by 
its one-time pastor, the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, an ancestor of Mr. 
Andrews. 

He will speak Sunday evening 


on the subject, ‘A Workman that. | 


Needeth Not to be Ashamed.”’ 

The evening prayer of installa- 
tion will be offered by the Rev. 
Albert J. Penner, D.D., minister 
and president of the Massachusetts 
Congregational Christian Confer- 
ence. The opening Scripture sen~ 
tence, call to worship, and invoca~ 
tion will be given by the Rev. 
Frederick B. Noss, pastor of South 
Church. The Rev. J. Thurston 
Powell of Tewksbury will read the 
Scripture. DwighthWilliam Grant, 
chairman of the board of deacons 
at West Parish Church, willassist 
in the covenant of pastor and con- 
gregation, administering the in- 
stallation vows. 

The ‘‘charge to the pastor”’ will 
then be given by the Rev. Clinton 
W. Carvell, pastor of the Trini- 
tarian Congregational Church in 
North Andover for the past 37 
years, and dean of the Andover 
Association of Congregational 
Christian Churches. The right hand 
of fellowship will be extended on 
behalf of the association by the 
Rey.

The Rev. DavidS, Eaton, 
pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Methuen, a seminary classmate of 
Mr. Andrews, and president of the 
Greater Lawrence MinisterialAs~- 
sociation, will extend a welcome 
on behalf of that organization. 

The Rev. HughB, Penney, pastor 
of the Congregational Church in 
Holden, who served West Parish 
Church as Mr. Andrews’ imme- 
diate predecessor from 1954 to 
1959, will return to his former 
flock to give the ‘‘charge to the 
congregation’’. 

Following Moderator Ladre’s 
declaration of installation, the ser- 
vice will then adjourn with the 
singing of the Doxology, the new 
pastor’s benediction, and the re- 
cessional hymn. 

Music for the evening will be 
provided by the Senior Choir under 


the direction of Robert G. Goodwin. 
The anthem, ‘‘Open Our Eyes”’, 
by MacFarlane, will be presented, 
and choral responses willbe sung 
at several points. Mrs. Hans Bar- 
ber, organist, will play as her 
prelude selections, ‘‘Prelude and 
Fugue in E Minor’’, and ‘‘In Thee, 
Lord, have I Put My Trust,’’ and 
as her postlude, ‘‘These are the 
Holy Ten Commands"’, all by J.S.

there is nothing structurally wrong 
with the building. He estimated a 
year ago that $75,000 would put it 
in usable condition. And he noted 
this week that, if an addition is 
planned for that building, some of 
the estimated cost will no longer 
be required, as new toilet facilities 
could be provided in the new por- 
tion. A substantial part of the 
original estimate involved com- 
pletely replacing these facilities 
in the present structure, Other 
renovations included lighting, fire 
proofing and firedoors, renovating 
ceilings and walls, covering floors, 
new radiation in allthe rooms, new 
exhaust systems, painting and 
pointing the exterior.

And it is essential that firm estimates be 
secured, so that the cost of a new school can be compared 
accurately with that of the additions and renovations. 

It’s refreshing, as a sidelight to this discussion, to 
note that we have a vigorous building committee which 
has chosen to fully examine all the possibilities before 
coming to any conclusions. Theirs is not the easy way, 
but it is certainly the most sensible.

With all the excitement generated by the national politi-
